Hat there be Good and Evil Days and Times, not onely the Sa- 
cred Scriptures, but prophane Authors mention : See 1 Sam, 
25.3. Eſther 8.17. and 9. 19, 2%yEcclus 14. 14- 

The Fourteenth day of the Firſt Month was a memorable and 

bleſſed day amongſt the Children of 1ſrael: See Exod. 12. 18, 
40,41,42,51. and 13. 4. Levit. 23.5. Numb. 28. 16. Four hundred and thirty 
years being expired of their dwelling in Egypt, even in the ſelf-ſame day de- 
parted they thence. 

. A thing ſomewhat parallel to this, we read in the Roman Hiſtortes 3 That 

that very day four years that the Civil Wars were begun by Pompey the Father, 

Ceſar made an end of them with his Sons 5 Crews Pompeixs being then ſlain, 

and it being alſo the laſt Battel Ceſar was ever in. Heylyn in the Kingdom of 

Corduba.) The Calendar to Ovid's Faſtorum ſays, Aprilis erat menſts Gracis 

auſpicatiſſmus, a molt auſpicious Month to the Grecian. | 

As to Evil Days and Times, ſee Amos 5. 13. and 6. 3. Eccleſ. 9g. 12. Plalm 
37+ 19. 0bad. 12. Jer. 46. 21. And Job hints 1t, in curſing his Birth-day, cap. 3. 
v. I. to II. Sec Weaver, þ. 458.

The Romans counted Febr. 13. an unlucky day, ard therefore then never 
attempted any Buſineſs of Importance; for on that day they were overthrown 
at Allia by the Gaxls ; and the Fabii, attaquing the City of the Yeiz, were all 
ſlain ſave one.  Heylyn ſpeaking of St. Peters Patrimony.] And ſee the Calendar 
annext to Ovid's Faſtorxm, as to the laſt Circumitance, 
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The Jews counted Augu/t 10. an Rel day 3 for on That the Temple 
was deliroyed by Titzs the Son of Veſpaſian 3 on which day alſo the firſt Tem- 
ple was conſumed with Fire by Nebachadnezzer. Heylyn,] The Treaſury of 
the Times ſays, the Eighth of Loyon (Auguſt) the very ſame day 679 years one 
after another. 

And not” onely among the Romans and Jews, butalſo among Chriſtians, a 
like Cuſtom of obſerving ſuch days is uſed, eſpecially Childermas or Innocents 
day. Comines tells us, That Lewis XI. uſed not to debate any Marter, but ac- 
counted it a ſign of great Misfortune towards him, if any man communed with 
him of his Aﬀairsz and would be very angry with thoſe about him, if they 
troubled him in any Matter whatſoever upon this day. 

But I will deſcend to more particular Inſtances of Lucky and Unlucky 
Days. 

Upon the Sixth of April, Alexander the Great was born : Upon the ſame 
day he conquered Darius, won a great Victory at Sea, and died the ſame day. 

Neither was this day lefs fortunate to his Father Philip 3 for on the ſame he 
took Potidea; Parmenio his General gave a great Overthrow to the 7yrians 
and his Horſe was Victor at the 0lympick Games. Therefore his Prophets fore- 
told to him, Filinm cujus natalis, &c. That a Son whoſe Birth-day was ac- 
companied with Three Vicories, ſhould prove Invincible. Pezelins in Melli- 
ficio Hiſtorico. 

Upon the Thirtieth of September, Pompey the Great was born : Upon that 
day he he Triumphed tor his 4ffaz Conqueſt 3 and on that day died. 

The Nineteenth of Auguft was the day of Augnſt5 his Adoption : On the 
ſame day he began his Coalulſhip ; He conquered the Trinmwviri z and on the 
ſameday he died. Hitherto out of the Memoirs of K. Charles I. Heros. 

If Solomon count the day of ones death better than the day of ones birth, there 
can be no Objection why that alfo may not be numbred amongſt ones Remark- 
able and Happy days. And therefore I will mſert here, That the Eleventh of 
February was the Noted day of Elizabeth Wife to Henry VII. who was born 
and' died that day. Weaver, p. 476. Brook in H. 7. Marriage. Stow in Anno 
1466. 1503. | 

As alſo that the Twenty third of November was the Obſervable day of Fran- 
cis Duke of Lunenburgh, who was born on that day, and died upon the ſame, 
1549. as ſays the French Author of the Journal Hiftory, who adds, upon par- 
ticular Remarque, and obſervable curioſity | |

The Sixth of January was five times auſpicious to Charles Duke of Anjon- 
Thid. in the Life of the Earl of Sunderland. 

The Twenty fourth of Febraary was happy to Charles the Fifth four times. 
1hid.] Heylyn ſpeaking of the Temple of Jeruſalem, hints three of thele four : 
His Birth : Histaking of Francis King of Frazce Priſoner : His receiving the 
Imperial Crown at Boxonia. And ſodoth alſo the Journal Hiſtory betore-men- 
tioned. 

Of the Family of the Trevoxrs, Six ſucceſſive principal Branches have been 
born the Sixth of July. Same Memoirs. 

Sir Humphrey Davenport was born the Seventh of July; and on that day an» 
niverſary his Father and Mother died, within a quarter of an hour one of ano- 
ther. Same Memoirs. 

I have ſeen an old RomiſhMS8.Prayer-Book (and ſhewed the fame to that ge- 
neral Scholar,& great Aſtrologer E.Afomole Eſq;) at the beginning whereof was 
2 Calendar, wherein were inſerted the Unlucky days of each Month, ſet out in 
Verſe. I will recite them juſt as they are, ſometimes infringing the Rule of 
Grammar, (ometimes of Proſodia ; a matter, of which the old Monkifh Rhimers 
were no ways ſcrupulous. It was as ancient as Hezry the Sixth, or Edward the 
Fourths time.

Conſtantins 


Conſtantius the Emperour, Son of Conſtantine the Great, little inferiour to 
his Father, a worthy Warriour, and good Man, died the Third of November, ex 
Feteri Calendario, pener me, 

Thom as Monntacute Earl of Salisbury, that great Man, and famous Comman- 
der ſ#5 Hen. IV. V. &- VI. died this day, by a Wound of Cannon-ſhot he re- 
ceived at the Siege of Orleaunce. E MSS. quodam, & Glovero. 

So alſo Cardinal Borrhomeo, famous for his Sanctity of Life, and therefore 
Canonized, (Heylyr, in his Precognita, ſays , He made Milan memorable, by his 
Reſpdence there ) aicd 1584. this day, as Poſſevinus in his Life. 

Sir John Perot (Stow corruptly calls him Parrat) a Man very remarkable in 
his Time, Lord Deputy of Ireland, Son to Her. VIII. and extremely like him, 
died inthe Tower, the Third of November, 1592. (as Stow ſays) Grief, and the 
Fatality of this Day, kill'd him. See Nantor's Fragment a Regalia, concerning 
this Man, 

Stow in his Annals ſays, Anno 1099. Novemb. 3. as well in Scotland as Eng- 
land, the Sea broke in over the Banks of many Rivers, drowning divers Towns, 
and mnch People, with an innumerable number of-Oxen and Sheep z at which 
time the Lands in Kent ſometimes belonging to Earl Godwin, were covered 
with Sands, and drowned, and to this day are called Godwins Sands. 

I had an Eſtate left me in Kext, of which between thirty and forty Acres was 
Marſh-land, very conveniently. flanking its Up-land;z aud in thoſe days this 
Marſh-land was uſually let for Four Nobles an Acre. My Father died 1643. 
Within a year and half after his deceaſe, ſuch Charges and Water-fcots came 
upon this Marſh-Jand, by the influence of the Sea, that it wasnever worth one 
Farthing to me, but very-often eat into the Rents of the Up-land : So that I 
often think, this day being my Birth-day, hath the ſame evil influence upon 
me, that it had 580 years ſince upon Earl Godwir, and others concerned in 
low Lands. LP 

The Parliament ſo fatal to Rowes Concerns here, in Henry the Eighth's time, 
begun the Third of November, (26 of his Reign); in which the Pope, with 
all his Authority, was clean bamſhed the Realm ; he no more to be called 
otherwiſe than Biſhop of Roxre 3, the King to be taken and reputed as Supreme 
Head of the Church. of Exgland, having full Authority to reform all Errors, 
Herefies, and Abuſes of theſame: Alſo the Firſt-fruits and Tenths of all Spiri- 
tual Promotions and Dignities were granted to the King, See Stows Annals, 
and Weaver, pag. 80. | ? 

Not long after which, followed the Viſitation of Abbies, Priories, and Nun- 
neries 3 and after. that, their final Suppreſſion : This Parliament being the 
Door of entrance thereto. . | COOTNOE SLY 

The Third of November, 1640. began that Parliament ſo direfully fatal to 
England, 1n its Peace, its Wealth, its Religion, its Gentry, Nobility, nay, its 
King.

Thurſday was a Fatal Day to Henry VIII. as Stow, 812.] and o alfo to 
his Poſterity.

Since which time, old Fabiaz coming into my hands, from him I got know- 
ledge, that that advantageous Peace, mentioned by Stow, Arno 1360. (conclu- 
ded between the forementioned King Edward III. and the French King) was 
atted upon the Fourteenth of 0Fober, with grand Solemnity. 

The two former Circumſtances muſt needs fall out Providentially : Whe- 
ther this laſt of A»zo 1360. was deligned by Edw. III. or no, (as remembring 
his former good hap) may be ſome queſtion : I am of opinion, not. Where 
things are under a Mans peculiar Concern, he may fix a time z but here was the 
French King concerned, equally with the Exgl;fh, and many other Great Perſo- 
nages intereſſed : To have tied them up to his own Auſpicious Conceit of the 
Day, had been an unkind Opprefſion, and would have brought the Judgment 
of ſo Wiſe a Prince into queſtion : We may conchudec then, *twas meerly for-
